and vertne,allthinges paſlcd in theco- 
monwealth with fidelity , plaine dea- 
ling, loue,and fricndihip betweene hul- 


bandes and their winucs, children and 


their oarents, maiſtersand ſecruantes;the 
partes of eutry family being vnited one

and linage with linage in Chriſtian 
charity,and ciuility; which fincc hath 
beene barbaroully diſtracted & deuided 
by the contrary. 

18. It wascomaunded in the old law 
by GoJ Almighty, & chat not without 
greatreaſon and prouiderice, that men 
ſhou!ld nor cloath theſelues in womens 
aoparcll :forthar ſuch kind of habiris 
diſ2racefullto them, and the more the 
worſe, asa remonſtranceaf effeminacy.

And when their 
apparell is ſuch anargument of maturi- 
ty,and that they contemne beaſtly plea« 
ſures, and liuc by reaſon and Gods law, 
not by fancy and ſenſuality : then their 
wiucslouethem, their childrenreſpet 
themy their ſcruants and ſubics obey 
them,their friends honour them, their 
enemicsdread them,yea the very Diucls 
themlelues,thatſerencmiesa worke,are 
afraid of a modeſt man that fcareth 
Cod; who (asthey know) protecteth 
him, and honoureth him , becauſe he 
knoweth himſclfe,and acknowledgeth 
his duety, and loueth Chriſtianity, and 
according to his degree kceepeth himſelf 
within his bounds.

viour When he ridde in humble maner 
towardes Hieruſalem; teach ys Chriſtias, 
to contemne and calt away all arrogan= 
cy of attire ypon the view of Chriſtes 
bumility : and by our appaiell, to en- 
deatzour rather to yield him honour and 
homage , then to purchaſe vaine praiſe

| nerate ſo farrcin apparcil from ourre- 
nowned anceſtors , as though cither 

we wcre made of another mettle then 

they ; orcaſt in another mould , or ay- 

med at another end then theirs? In their 

 daycs, inward ſolide yertues,and orha- 

ments of the mind , were holden for 
precious: and outward apparell eſtec- 

med only as a ſigne and teſtimony of 

that worth which vas really within; 
astherich iewell is coucred with the 

C caſc. But now , the ſoule being naked 
| of yertue , and without any ornament 
4 to be worthily eſteemed: apparel! i5be- 
come ( forlooth ) an inſtrument of am- 
bition . Although, the wiſer ſort make 
no other account then of old , that 
the moſt corrupted & ſtinking carcaſſes 
commonly arc buryed in the richeſt (e- 
pulchers; as the yilcſt and moſt abom1- 
nable ſoules, are many times couercd 
With the gaycſt clothes: which rellthe 


robe , witha trainc that trailed on the 


behdl+ 
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beholders, what kind of {iuife is ynder 
them .* 

9. Inother times, ſinners grieuing 
ypon the memory of their finnes, ſhrou= 
ded their bodyes in dolcfull attire : and 
fearing to fall againe, after pardon, a- 
uoyded all curioſity of apparell , and 
whatlocucrelſe might give them ocea- 
ſion of finne. When they loued Almigh- 
ty God, they hated their bodies; whole 
inclinations vwerecontraty to his lawes, 
and put their ſoulcs many times in dan- 
gcrto be loft . But now , that crror and 
darkneiſe hauec preuailed lo farre, that 
God is forgotten, and finnesholden by 
fooles for fatall or naturall defectes;nei. 
ther ſoule nor body arc duely accuted , 
but ratherexcuſed by theoffenders:and 
in lien of due chaiſticcment,the one is 
ted with flattery, and the other pampe- 
red with dainty mecates, and couered 
with rich apparell : vader which are 
harboured ſnakes, ſerpents , toades, 
and all ſortes of yenimous creatures: yea 
ſometimes , foule vgly Diuels. Vpon 


which conſideration Clemens Alexandri- Clem. £- 
'ms comparcth perſons in ſumptuous /ex. lib.z, '! 
attire tothe /Egyprian Temples. pea cap 26 þ 
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10. Nothing ought to be more fa 


/ miliar with Chriſtians, according to 


thcir profcſlion, then mortification of 
their bodics, For, as they profeſſe to 
loue God more then others, as they are 
bound : ſo ought they more carcfullyto 
remoue all obiectes, that may hinder or 
dinertthem from the accompliſhment 
of this duety ,or cntangle their wills 
in other imploymentes. In which reſ- 
pect, our bodiesare to be reſirained in 
diſciplinc, lcaft they become Idols of 
ſelfc louc : and treacherouſly depriue 
the truc and (ole God of his owne,, that 
is,of ourpurc , inflamed ,finall; and to- 
call affeQion . 

11. Heſter, that vertuous Lady, :1- 


/thovgh ypon occaſion of Gods , and 


her contryes ſcruice , ſhe was forced to 
put her ſelfe in coſtly apparell: yet ſhe 
didit with griefc, proteſting before Al- 
mighty God , that from her hart ſhe de- 
teſted the diademe that ſhe carricd vpon 
her head . Much more Chriſtian Ladics, 
gcnerally, haue cauſe to miſlike them- 
{ſelues In any attire, which is cither ar- 
rogant or licentious., And cſpecially 
this mortification and modcſty of PPa 
r 
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re}l is by them to be vicd in the time of 
prayer , when they preſent themleJues 
before Almighry God , according to 


the example of the ſame Heſter 8 Inaith  Heſt, 6.14, 
who going to pray,cloathed themlc}ues1yugith.c,g. | 


in ſackcloth and baire, and dolefully 
ſcattered aſhes ypon their heads, in wit- 
nefſe of their repentance and humility 
of hart. If then this mornfull attire be 
oratious in the fight ot Almighty God, 
anda fit habit for ſuppliantes, wherin 
to tender their petitions and requeſtes; 
the contrary braaery of Peacocks tailes 
ſect vp ro band him, as is the habir of his 
encmics friendes to Sathan, who, by 
ſuch inventions , impeacheth his ho- 
nour , filleth the world with ſinnes, 
and worketh the bane of mankind, 


Wherupon the Apoſtle 5, Paul wiilleth, T7 , 2+ 
that wamen performe in the Church * 


their deuotionsin attire that may teſti-

with ſrizled haire , or with 20ld and pearles , or 
prectous garments .

from attayning pardon, comming in 
ſach manner; asin the ſacred placethey 
redouble their former faults ; becauſe 
then, finfully they dcſpilſe Almighty 
God, when they pretend he ould be 
mo{t mercifull ynto them» 


13. S. Hiercme talking of the pen1- | 


tent plight of B. Mary Macdalen,proſtrate 
at Chrifts fcer, wathing them with 
teares, and drying them with her haire, 
ſaith, that in that Cale, she was the fayrer, 
by bow much the foulcr . So the Nimunes pu- 
niſhing thcir bodies, and doing pen- 
Nance 
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nancein lackloth, were doubtles amia- 
ble vato God : who before ſhining in, 
gould, and filuer,and precious apparell, 
were odiousto him, and d<{erncd that 
their citty ſhould be deſiroyed. But they | 
ſaucd it (as S. Augufinenoteth) and from Argu/l.ie 
a Babylon worthy to periſh, they turned jt F/44-50. 
into a Hzeruſalem by tncir pennance. 

14. Whileſt we performe ourduety 
inthe Chutcb,the principall objects of 
our thoughtcs there, muſt be the maieſty 
of God, and the charity of our Redemer 
hanging vpon the crofſc.

'and infcRed therby with abad relliſh, 
and euilt ſauouring humour of ſowre- 
' Neſle, which fietteth it,and bringethin 
an vnnaturall and vicious quality . For 
if wine and beerc haue force to worke 
thiscffet in the wood of the barrel, 
much more when they lye long in the 
ſtomake, through the cxcefle of conti- 
nualil drinking , they procure this cor- 


rofiue and crabbiſh diſpoſition in the, 


render bulkeof the ſame. And no doubt 
but rhis biting gall, as it hindereth dil- 
g*{tion ,and is painefull to thedrinkers 
making then irckſome to themſclues: 
foailo they become harſh 10 conuerſa- 
tion, and troubleſome to others. 

14. Tocthis bad conſtitution of the 
ſomake by abundance of drinke , may 
be added in conſideration the dreggesof 
putrifaction and choler, which Wine, 
Ale, or Beercdrunke out of meaſure, 
leaue behinde them; which from the 
ftomake flow and are diſperſed through 


all thepartes of the body . And henceit 
; | proccedeth

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procecdeth, according to obſcrfiation, - 


that Northren nations abound comon=- 

ly more with this kind of choler bred 

of indiſgeſtion , then others : for that 
nature hauing prouidently giucn them 

hoatcrliuers co refiſt the cold of the re- 
gion (which with the (amealſo is aug- 
mented by Antiperiſtaſis, and repercul- 
fion ) they drinke more then others, 
andare more ſubiect to exceflc , if with 
reaſon and temperance 1t be not mode- 
rated , But for better vnderſtanding of 
this matter it isto be knowne thatthere 
be two kindesof choller, tac one natu- 
rall which cauſeth animoſity & fearce- 
nefſe, riſing from the hoate, agile, and 
quick ſpirits which one hath by conſti- 
tution of nature, aad may be increaſed 
by fumes of drinke that heat the braine; 

in which ſenſe Galen ſaith, that wine 
cauſeth men to be headlang in wrath . 
But there is another choler accidentall 
ingendred in the ſtomake by indiſgeſtio 
and putrifation of ſuperfluous meat 


anddrinke, which being continued by 


lurfets, breedeth a permanent quality 
of the {:me nature in the ſtomake, and 
conſequently alike habitual diſpoſition . 
T5 and 
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_ nad inclination in the Whple bagy,, 


wherby. a man is(ayd to be chojarike, 
that isaffccd, in ſuch mann«rayhe ig 
prone inall occaſions of canueriatian to 
fhew his tre ; as dric wood is quickly 
kindied. Andin this lenie we take eboy 
ler in thisplace, ſpeaking of agcidentall 
and ynpacurall choler , that progeederh 
from purvifattion in the flomake ,and 
immogcratedriake. And according te 
this ſober reckoning, the vice, is lreng 
to bodeteſtable : for rbis diltemperance 
of the ftomake , and conſequently in the 
bioud & fpirites cauſcth bitternefle and 
reaftinctlc jn the very operation ef the 
fouic,, andhanith: th that {weetnefle of 
life, which nature hath otherwileor- 
dayncd, as a reward of tempcranccin 
ſnch as be maiticrs of themſclues. 

15. Befjdes,this accidentall and ve 
naturabcholjcr is an oppoſite diſpoſition 
to all good abearance towardes {uperl- 
ours, equals, and inferjours. And ther- 


torc muſt needs be accounted an harme- 


full condition, when a man cannot liue 
with h:s wife, his children, nor. with 
his familic or friendes, without con- 
tinuall brauling, and breach of amitic; 
24 wherby 
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wherby not only ke loolech that delight 


which he might cnioy by quiet and tra- 


Gable conmnerfation , and tormenteth 
himfelfe inwardly by cucry occaſion 
with bitrerneſlſe of wrath and diflike: 
bye moreouer kepurchaſeth at # yery 
deere rate, and withont any profit, the 
disfatiour and hatred of others, as many 
& mult tne in his company,or hauc any 


' dealings with Him. 


x6, Neither is thischoler , of which 
we fpezke , that which feruethas an 1n- 
fremencto yatour and fortitude, but an- 


_ orher beaftly humour that makes a man 


brutiſhand good for norhihg. For ( co- 
monly } where it abounderft there are 
not to be fottttd thoſe ardent & gallant 


' fpitites , which other people in hoater 


climatcs, or ih the ſame , that be tnode- 
rate in their drinke have by nature and 
good complexion, their bodyes bein 

more dry, their bloud more pure, an 

their ſpirits more Echeriall ; whoſe 
choler is temperate, but conſtant, as na- 
turall: and therfore as it is not moued 
but by reaſon, ſo is it reaſonable, and 
laſteth as long as by reaſon it ſhould : 
where the other brutiſh perturbation, 
as 
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asit is eaſily vp, to contradict, brayule; 
& reuilec, fo is it done with the drinke, 
or at lealt when the fumes are diſgelted 
and fitter for the taucrne then tor the 
ficid , For great drinkers, though they 
abound with accidentallcholer,and are 
tall fellowes when they are armed with 


drinke ,yettheir bodysare full of moyſt 


and cold humors, which make them 
hcauy and cowardly, eſpecially if any 
danger be preſented vpon cold bloud, 
17. Beſides , who is cholerike in 
this manncercannot poſhbly be perma- 
nent in contemplation, or prudent in 


practiſe ;forthat reaſon and iudgement_ 


1scithcr wholly oppreſſed in him, or 
very much hindered by his turbulcnt 


beaſily choler : yea it ſuffercth not the ' 


tongue to deliucr , the mouth to ytter, 
nor the hand to exccute orderly , what 
the minde hath conccaned , but with 
fury and confuſion orainarily breaketh 
out into diſhonourable and reprochtull, 
yea ſometime into ſacrilegious & blal- 
phemous wordes: and cauleth a man to 
do with precipitation and haſt , that 
which afterwardes he isto bewayleby 
leaſure. And this humour abounding,

18, Neither doth drinke powred 
immoderatly into the belly, artainethe 
endfor Which itis taken; ro wir, cxtin-. 
ion of thirſt. For outrifaction cauſcth 
heat , as may beſeencbya dunghill:and 
that ynnaturall heateaffeReth the ſto- 
make with the like quality, and infla- 
methalſothe liucr adtoyning,and ſo, 
asout of a veſlell full of corruption ſet 
ypon the fire, aſcend perpetually corrup- 
ted yapours to the tongue and mouth, 
which cauſc continuallthirfi, And ther- 
fore Pline writeth , that the Embaſſa- 
dours of Scythis were wont to ſay of the 
Parthians , that they became dry indrin« 


king . 
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19, Loc theo, how great.an abulg 
3s committed againlt naturc by this cx. 
ccſlc . Thatwhereasdrinke.isordayngfl 
to quench .and. cxpell the diſtemper of 
hcatand drincſlc; the ſame drinke be- 
comTrh an infirument of inſatiable 
thirſt : asif men were made to hang by 
the (pigot,and-all their-cogitationsagd 
delires to be diredcd and employcd a- 
bout theremedy of thiscontinualliick- 
netle procured by themfelues. What 
{lauery of bale & 1gnominous cmploy- 
ment 1s this ?whata circle of diſorder 
from the prepoſterous and hurtfull vie 
of drinke, when , through a momenta- 
ny deltghtonly of the mouth-or-throat 
which the organ of taſt affetteth with 
exccllc, wherezcalon tbeareth no rule, 
the fooliſh man-cadeuonrath volunta- 
rily to makehis body ſtill thirty by co» 
tinuanceof drinking :and effederh: v> 
pon himſclfethat penalty and rorment 
of continuall thirſt, which dazed gluts 
tons ſuffer inhell . 11 

20. This hatcfnll effect of too much 
drinke is ſo manifeſt, that :expericnce 


to the eye , and ſenſe it (clfe gineth vs |; 


nolcauc to doubt of it: for thoſe which 
are 
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fire drunke ouer might ( betides other 
euitl con{cquences)al wayes find theme 
ſeluesin the morning dittcempercd with 
thirlt , proceeding trom 1ndifgeltion 
and putrification of hymors, & dregges 
a che llomake; whichthirit isnotiaken 
awayas the tripler imagincth with age 
dmg morc & more grinke { though for 
theipreſent his mouth and throat pe re 
freſhed as it goceth downc ) butmuſt be 
cured with abſtinence, and moderate 
exerciſe, that may help the liomeake to 
diſgeſt the crudities which caute-that 
thirſt as hath bcene laid . Beſides ſome 
kind of drinke oft taken in,prouoketh 
the taſt , and cauſeth appetite to hauc 
hhequent y ic of the fate: lo as inordinate 
requeſt after drinke is cauſed not on] 
by ynnadturall heate of the ftomake, but 
ao by the particuler diſpoſition of the 
taſt je folfe diftctmpered : butch which 
procred from intemperate vicotdrinke, 
At&how baſe & vnmaiy an-act ic 1s, tor 
bnety tyc himſelf (as it were with his

21. ' Conſider then , what drinke 
powred into thel{tomake with tuper- 
fluity, worketh inthe whole body;and 
What difpofition it cauſeth . T he is 
make\,as it is the common ttorchoule 
for nouriture: ſo what cuill yuice'or 
matter abcundeth therin , is conucyed 
fromthence preſcutly toall the parte 
otche body « So as when there 1s too 
great abondance of moyſture in the ſto- 
make, it fillet} the veines rather with 
crudeand indifgeited dregsand puttt- 
factio,then with pure & perfect bioud: 
for that natwre opprelſed with the a- 
boudance ot theſe dregges canor dilgeſt 
anoreficethem to perict nouriſhment, 
& lo theattractiue faculty of eucry part 
draweth in diſpatch what it findeth. 
Wherby a man commeth by litle and 
litle ro looſctbe very excellencic of his 
complexion and kind, and conſequent 
Iy decay in vaderſtanding and valout, 


and with the corttiption of his boy 
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and ſpirites to chaunge alio his man- 


nersand condition . And that which I 
ſay of the (uperfluity of all moylture, 
and cxceſle of all kinde of drinke, is 
more pernicious ,and ſooner infeeth 
and deſtroyeth the natural complexion, 
the ſtronger it is: as the dregges and cor- 
ruption ot {ſtrong Wine , Ale, or Bcere 
indiſgeſted, are much more hurtful and 
caule more incurable diſeaſes, then the 
{maller and weaker urinke indiſyeſted, 

22, No doubt, but that lining crea» ” 
tures, the hoater they be by naturall 
complecxio, lo arc they allotherby more 
exccllent in their kind:and likewiſe all 
nutriment theſtronger ir is tofeed, the 
more potent it is to poylon,if it be cor- 
tptcd. And lothe dryer bodics, be- 
cauſe the(pirits arc more fiery and ſub- 


tile, hauc nzturally , as Heraclitus wit- Enſ'b.l, 8+ 
neſſeth , the better wittes , And in this PTE0470'8 = 


reſpeR a man is ſaid to excell a woman; 
for that, in naturall complexion , he is 
boater and dryer then ſhe , Wherefore, 
lecingthat abondanceof moiſture muſt 
needs debilitate naturall heat( as con- 
trartwiſc it is ſharpened and jncr-aſed 
byd rincllc ) the excceding moylture of

T24 The ſecond Cure, 
drinke flowing in the ſtomake, & from 
chence dilperied , muli needes cauſe x 
confinuall decay of naturall vigour, 
wit,and manhood :ſo as he that recega. 
ued from God the dignity of a man, be- 
commeth by this exceſſc , cquall , or in« 
tcriour in nature and complexion tog 
woman: and ſometimes worſe theng 
bealt, as afterwards thalbe ſcene : for 
the heat , which followeth vpon the

28, Hauing thus ſummed vp the 
eſtc&s which ſuperfluous drinke, by

to ſpeake lomething of flome mens mor- 
ning draughts .in theſe our-drinking 
dayes : ; weighinz them according to 
principles of , o00d heaith, and the na« 
rarall vic of drinke which reaſon hath 
ordayned. 

29. It is the wit and manner of ſen- 
ſuall men, when they find any thing 
grateſull to their lenſes /to theend they

rance; that a man giuen ouer to riot 
and Jdrunkenetle, can hardlyliue chaſt, 
wiici, without prejudice to chaſtity, 
may be graunted to the Doctors weak» 
ncfſc rhattaught this learning ;andto 
the experience of his chieteſt dilciples, 
which hauc toilowed his doctrine and 
life. And yct, forall this, the contrary 
1s molt certaine, for it Chaſtity could 
noc be kept, Chriſt our Saujour would 
ncuer haue coulailed jt to his followers: 
nor the Apolties commended ſo highly 
this kind of life, 

27, Theditffrence is ,that thedil- 
civles of Chritt ( which by continuall

For 1115 a va- 
pony of the power of God, and a certame ſincere 
emaiation of the glory of God emnipotent : and 
therfore nodefiled thing can come neexe it : fort 
wthe br:ghtneſſe of eucrlaſtins light, the vuſpet- 
tedglaſſeof Gods Mateſly., and the 1mage of bis 
goodues. By which metaphoricail words 
tranſlated from things of the noble} 
ſubſtance, is deſcribed the ſpirituall na- 
tureand condition of dininewiſdome . 
Therfore, a ſovle which is tobe cn- 
dowed therwith , muſt be weaned {as 
much as may be without incouenience) 
from the obic&s of our (calſes:«[pecially 
N 2 from 
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from ſuch as are morcgroſle,materiall,8& 
carthly, and which caulc any violent 
alteration of the body.

Alnighty made them . If they be faire ,what is 
God hnmſelſe © rf they be great , what is he *if 
they be pleaſant , he muft needsbe more . VV bcr- 
fore by meanes of theſe things which we loue , let 
ps dejfire b1in,and love bun aboue all: ; contenning 
all other thingsbeſtdes. Vpon thisconſideras 
tion, the Prophet Damel, and his com- 
panions thought ita thing worlc then 
death , not eo hauc acceſſe to Almighty 
God by prayer in thirty dayes:or not 
io adore him ſecauen times cucry day, 
trough it were forbidde bythe Prince. 
And not to be vertuous, what a detri-

( as Ariflotte cacheth) ſurpaſſing all cor- 
porall delights, and (as S Aucuſtine ſaith) 
an endeauour with perict cotentment, 
affording the proper ornament ofa rea= 
onable foule;wherbyit is diſtinguiſhed 
in ſaperjoriry. of nature, from the ſoule 
of a brute bealt , What exchange then1s 
this, for ſo ſhort and brutiſh a pleaſure 
of drinke .to forſake God and vertue? 
what loſſe, bydrinke to live without 
Godandyer;ue ia the darkenefſe of vn- 
dcritanding 
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derſtanding; and to lurke in the ob{cu. 
rity ofa mouſe-holc, in the corner ot a 
Tauerne, fearfull to behold the light of 
the world, and much morc to thinke 
ypon Gods Indgements?

Harpe((aith he ) violl, tymbrell and sbalme , 
and wine 11 your ſeaſtes : and you regard not the 
worke of our Lord , nor conſider what his bands 
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haue made . Vnahappy hinderance by 
drinke,betwixt mens cycs & Almigh- 
ty God; debarring them from contem- 
plation of ſo worthy obiccs, as be his 
workes . Therfore , leaſt drunkeneſle 
might bring in the vngodlines of here- 
ſy, infidelity, and contempt of heaucnly 
things; Almighty God gaue this pro» 
uident aduileto his people. VPhen thou 
haſt eaten and druzke ,take Leed that thou deeſt 
not forget thy Lord God . 

9. The Pcets faine in hel] a river

10. Our Saviour allo, forcſeing 
theeffect of ſurfetting ard drunkenefle, 
warncd his choſen that they ſhould take , 
orcat heed of this vice :for that in par- 
ticuler , it would make them forget 
them(ſelues, and be ynprouided for his 
comming and account , as well with 
eucry man at the day of his death, as 
with altogeather at thegenerall Iudge- 
ment . Looke well (ſayd our Sautour ) to 
Jour ſelues , leaſt perhaps your hartes be ouer- 
tharged with ſurſetting, & drunkeneſſe,& cares 
of this life : and that day come vpon you at vna- 
wares, It is then the fruit and effect of 
intemperate drinke, to bring that fear-.

Na- 
curalb thirſt cauſed by the operation of 
naturall heat, that dryeth vp naturall 
moyſture, is to be refreſhed by drinke. 
But accidcntall thirſt ,that proceedeth 
fromthe corruption of meate or drinke 
in the ſtomack, 1s by abſtinence to be 
remoued ; and by little and little will 
diminiſh of it lelfe, if you giue. nature 
leaus & time todilpeſt the excrements, 
which iike a.dunghill breath out thoſe 
hoate putrified vapours , that infe the 
throat, and the mouth ,

till he was dead . And then the Hunter 
turning tothe reſt, ſayd , you alſo haue 
delerued the like; but Tam forbidden to 
touch you.

(alchough agood and vertuous worke) 
yetis occaſionall: that is, no otherwile 
co be yled, then vpon neceſſity or 1ult 
cauſe, when hetharattirmeth or denicth 
any thing, needeth greater authority 
and aſſurance then his owne teſtimony 
alone to certifie others with whome 
he ſpeaketh, that the thing which heſo 
affirmcth or denyeth js tzuc; which o- 
therwiſe would not be belicued ; for 
that it is ſuppoſed by all ,that no honeſt 
man in his wittes, would call God to 
wirncfTc,ard affiime any thing which 
were not true : dilgracing therby, as 
much as is in manspower,and abuſing 
the prime & ſcucraigne Trach, whilelt 

eappl;ecth it vnrcuerently totheteſti- 
mony of falſehood . Therfore( as the 
Angclicail Doctour S. Thomas teacheth) 
the invocation & atteſtation of divine 
authority maketh the thing, for which 
it is brought ,iuſtly credible ,and to bc 
bclicucd. 

2. Thus having deſcribed an oath 
by allthe partes and cauſes therof ; we 
are to know, that there be two kinds of 


oaths :one 1s called aſertue, to _ 
oat 
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oath which affirmeth the verity of 
thinges citherpaſt , or now preſent in 
ation, or to come; as if one ſhould 
ſweare, that he himlclfe, or another, - 
wasinſuchaplace,atſucha time, and 
vttered theſe or theſe words; or that he 
is not culpable of any crime: or that 
there is no harme to follow, which 
may be fcared without cauſe; and the 
like. The other is called prom:ffiue, when 
aman ,pringeth the authoricy of Al- 
mighty God, as a witneſle and ſurcty, 
that he will performe ſuch a matter as 
hepromiſeth : which manner of {[wea- 
ting implycth, in ſome part, an oat 
aſerue ; which is,that now for the pre- 
lenthe hath an aQua!l purpole to ac- 
complich what is by him promilcd;as 
the aſſertive oath aforclaid of things to 
come , inuolucth a promiſe . And in 
both kinds is found one, and the ſame 
divine authority; by which, proteſta- 
tion is made, to the end that men be- 
licue the verity of things ſwornceither 
by way of aſſertion ,or of promilec.

tion or promiſe. The neceſſity of which 
condition is 'originally derived from 
S. Thom , the dignity and zuthority of Almighty

&/1,3.adz, uocationsof Almighty Godsauthority, 
{uppoſeth a reuerent faith in him that 
ſwearcth, that itis able to confirmeall 
truth ,and to diſcouer and deſtroy all 
fallity :and therfore, ſwearing ( accot- 
ding ronzture and right) is vied , only 
vpn necef{ity of procuring that,which 
1s good -irher forthe common wealrh, 
or for priuate perſons, when there wan 
reth other meanes todiſcourr the truth;

2. This maicſty in Almighty God, 
3s nothing c}ſc but the height of all per- 
teftion in him; as well implying ſuch

4+ And(hcere by the way) may bc ob- 
ſerucd, how pernicious it is to the 
Prince and Commonwelth, to giue oc- 
caſions to impertinent oathes, which 
haue no other certaine effets, but to 
charge mens conſciences; or to oblige 
them to ſwearc affirmatively, that 
which they arc not firſt perſwaded to 
be truc; or promiſe by oath,that which 
they cannot, or thinke they may not

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lawfully performe. For , by this cu- 
ſtome of [wearing without truc inten» 
tion, is broaken, and ( by litle and licle) 
brought to contempt the ſacred band

no Common wealth can long endure, 
And therfore, all prudent Gouctnours 
(Chriſtians & Heathens)haucalwayes 
remouecd with great care & prouidence 
whatlocuer occaſions might bring their 
people toſer light of their oathes : for- 
bearing to impoſc them , where they 
might ſuſpe@ that for any reaſon or oc- 
caſiton they were not likely to be kept, 


though it were with hazard of ſome

5. For(asour common law of En 
gland teacheth ys )it ic better to ſuffer a 
miſchicfethen an inconuenience ;ſpe- 
clally{uch an inconuenienceas this: fo +

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much the morecarcfully to be preuen- 
tcd,as (once brought 1n cuſtome it is 
harder to be cured , depending vpon 
thefccret opinion and affection of eucry 
particular perſon ;and for that it pier- 
ceth the very root of che Common we- 
aith; for it expoſeth the Prince; his trea- 
ſure; his honour hiscſtatc ;and what- 
ſocucr may be dearec, cither to himor

7. .Butby linnea Chrikgian is not 
only liable to puniſhment from the 
dreadfull hand of God Almighty; but 
alſo debaſcth thereby his high voca- 
tion:yea more, the quality of hisnaturc 
allo, approching downe to the condi- 
tion of a beaſt. Wherefore 47riſtotle, out 
of naturall judgement, affirmeth that : 
pVhen we ſay a mants yicions, we ſay,that be is 
not 4 man, but 4 beaſt .

mities and debaſementes of ſinne be 


found in periury : as when a man to 
ſauc or get ſome commodity, forſ[wea- 
ring himſelts, maketh thereby more 
account of that which he {aucth, or 
gaineth then of God Almighty : yea 
forſaketh God, & in laue apd affe&tion 
adhercth to that temporall gaine for 
which heſweareth. And what greater 
baſcneſle or beſtiality can be imagined

$8. Morcouer, the periurcd perſon 
not only abandoneth God, and prefer- 
rcth his tranſfirory gaine : but doch it, 
with an cſpcciall iniury againſt bis di- 
uine truth, his ſanity, and maielty . 
For, as nothing is more contrary to the 
loue and affection of God , then wic- 
kedneſſe :ſo nothing ſo oppoliteto his 
Infinite truth , as falſhood . Wherevup- 
on Chriſtian Deuines determine, that 
Almighty God cannot breake his pro- 
mile, nor affirme an vatruth, nor giue 
teſtimony by miracle,or otherwile to a 
lye. And there is greater impoſliblity, 
and repugnance to belecuc it, then to 
lay,that the ſunne eauſcth darknes.For 
tiebright beame of diuine truth dilſ- 
ſolueth all crrour, and chaſeth all lea- 
linges away ;as the ſunne beames diſ- 
lipatea miſt ypon carth , or cloudsin 
the sky .

19. Thelaſt degree of aoulc in ſwea- 
ring is, when great oaths are mace only 
fignes of mens indignation ; of their 
purpoſes of revenge; of their braacrics; 
of their minhocd . 'that' rhey darc do 
this or that; zt leaſt thar they dare 
ſweare : which cuſtome ſome fellowes 
(where other foclith & filthy cultomes 

hauz 
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hauc' gotren place ) would gracc, by 
ſaying ,thathe twearcs like a _gecntle= 
man ;but in other places where men 
areintheir wittes, it is more properly 
layd ,tnat he [weares likea Carter.

darc not pertor:we. In Which cale,be- 
fiaes the periury which thev commit; 
there ts allo a pecultir irreucrence t6 
Almighty God, {abiediing his holy 
name © & Matcity to their foojith pride 
Or impatience ; procuring , by great 
Oathcs, 
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vathes , to make the hcarers belieuc 
that they will blow downe all that 


commeth aneere them . What brutiſh 
folly is it , thus to make the Maicſty of 
God Almighty,the bloud,and precious 
Humanity of our Redcemer , ſignes 
and inſtruments to increaſe madneſle ? 
For, as cowardly brutiſh wrath brea- Chryſocho; 


keth out commonly into oathes : ſo do 
the oathes increaſe this kind of wrath. 


And hereupon S . Chryſoſtome aduerti- 
ſeth , that if men would abandon the 
cuſtome of ſwearing, their perturba= 


tion would (ſooner be calmed. | 
20, What can be imagined ſo mild 
and modcrate asthe infinite goodnes, 
longanimity , and mercy of Almighty 
Cod ?what more gentle and patient 
then the Lambe of God , Chriſt leſns 
our Sautour , in whome was, and 1s 
magnanimity, and manhood in the 
higheſt degree? And therfore to make 
them arguments, and inſtruments of 
our impotent fury ,and nor fo much 
manly, as womanly, or beaſtly rage, 
yoyd of all reaſenablc reſpe, is an 
offence diret'y oppoſite to their na< 
tures and conditions. Which ſuppoſedy 
* how 
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bow can we expe that the Maieſtyell - 


God Almighty. ſhould be {weet , mer: 
cifyll, and patient with vs; it we be 
{o impatient, vnmannerly, iniurious, 
and violent with him ? 

21. And truely, this manner of 
bragging and ſwearirg, isſo far trom 
arguyng a greator generous mind, fit 
(as they would make it) for a gentle. 
man; thar contrariwHle it manitfeſteth 
a degenerovs and baſe diſpoſition . For 
firſt ,as hath byn ſayd of apparell ,fo 
may it now be auouched of (wearing: 
that where truc inward and ſubſtan- 
tiall manhood, and magnanimiry is 
wanting ,there the yong Gallant,to 
make oltentation of that which in ye- 

ry dced is not in him , rappeth out 
oathes at randon,vpon euery occaſion, 
and without occation ; as if all great- 
neſſe, magnanimity, and Courage con- 
ſiſted in the breath of an vnbridled, yn- 
ciuill , and ſavage mouth: where , to 
ſweare in this manner, and prophane 
thenameof God without rime or rea- 
ſon, isa token of Raskallity, wantof 
diſcretion and iudgement, abieion 
of mind ;and no more honour to be 
accouns 
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Ly accounted a (wearer ; then to: haue his 
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breath to ſtinke . 
22. Sccondly, it isnot greatneſle, 


but baſenefſe of mind, to be fo ouecr- 


come with paſſion of rage, as not to be 
ableto rulc, neither braynes, nor ton= 
oue :a thingfitter, as I haueſaid, for a 
woman which hath no other weapo, 
then for a man, Aſſurcdly, there is no 
orcatcr DaſtarWthc worid,then the 
brawling Swearer : and reaſon doth 
conuince if to be ſo. For, when he oare 
not rencnge himſclfe of his aducriary 


| by ftrokes , for fearc to be firoken; he 


breaketh his anger vpon the paticnt 
honcur of Almighty God, with oaths. 
Ando, vpon my word, where thou *® 
mecteſt with an ordinary .-Swearer ;

23, Laltly,itiscertaine, that there 
cannot be a great mind but accompa= 
nid withagreat judgement , which 
conceaueth worthily ;thatis, maketh 
preat conceit and reckoning of great 
thinges: & to come (thortin thiskind , 
Is at) euident teſtimony of defect, A 
great and noble mind ctherfore , whers-

ioyntly found, a great and reuecrent

their greacbounty,in ouf*reation and 
redemption , and continually euery 
houre & moment reccaue from their 
handes , and wit a reuverenciall 
ducty towardesthem: and conſequent» 
ly, great horrourand diſdaine of ſwea. 
ring and forſwearing, which be yn- 
manerly contemptuous trickes of ip- 
nNorant inſolent clownes. Fornone els 
will not bluſh for the only incongrui- 
ty & indecencieof ſuch a fact, though 
it werenot liable to any puniſhment, 
as to vſurpe fo great and holy names, 
for the ſupporting of trifles: and ſpe- 
cially ,toabuſe them for the mainte- 
nance of vntruth. Forthcy be foule & 
monſtrous abſurdirties ; apt to cauſe 
ſhame , and deteſtation in a generous 
mind , as of other ſhameful] defees 
and diſcaſes of mans body orſoule. 
24. The Prophet Helis only hea- 
ring a noyſethatreſembled the divine 
Maieſty 


| 
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Maicſty of Almighty God, for reve« 
ence ſake couered his facc with his 
garment .Surely, his ſacred name, or 
the name of Chriſt our Sauiour , is of 
no leſTe force to repreſent this Maieſty, 
then was that noy(c of wind which 
theProphet heard: and therforerequi- 
reth no lefſe reſpeR and veneration in 
whoſocucr ( vpon any occaſion ) ſhall 
heare them,ortfke them in his mouth. 
This duc. reputatio of the ſoucraignty 
of Almighty God, is the welſpring of 
all yertuc ; as yertue is the fountaine 
that cauſeth and mantaineth Ciuility. 
And therfore, when any Nation by 
impiety ofſwearing , or other negle& 
and contempt of religion , commeth 
toloole the reſpet due to Almighty 
God: howſocuer they may flatter the- 
ſelues with other exteriour ſhaddows 
and apparences of ciuill life ; it is eui- 
dent, that they haue madea deep cn- 
trance into Barbariſme;and that ciuill 
felicity cannot long endure amongſt 
them , if they take not vp, and alter 

their courle betimes . 
25. God Almighty graunt ther- 
fore, that our Nation may happily be

In the morning his bro- 
ther-in-law coming out of the coutry 
to ſpeake with him, and thinking him 
to ſleep becauſe be anſwered not , cau- 
ſed che Hoſt co open his chamber dore;

28. Afﬀtcr thedeath of Canutw the 
third, Goodwin Earle of Kent was ſayd to 
hauc murdered by trechery, the Prince 
dlfid , Sonne to King Etheldred then in 
baniſhment ,and procurcd thecrowne 
for Edward brother to Alfrid, which was 
called Edward the Confeſour . King Ed- 
ward, in reſpe that the Earle had hol- 
pen him to the Kingdome , pardoned

But though he were 
reed from the iudgement of men , yet 
could he not auoyd the iudgement of 
Almighty God. It happened one day 
that the Earle being at dinner with the 
King , hisſoane Harald the Kingscup- 
bearer,as he brought him drinke ſtum- 
bled with one foot, but reconcred him- 
ſelfe from falling with the other, So 
( quoth his Father ) the one brother 
hath holpen the other . The Earle ſpake 
tinieſt but the King tooke it in car- 
neſt;and { changing his countenance ) 
and turning the ſenſe of the wordes to 
the memory of his Brother Alfrid, that

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had byn ſlaine ) anſwered the Earle; Þ 
So might my brother alſo haue helpen me ,i{f 
ibou hadſt not byn to blame . The malefaQt- | 
our fearing the Kinges anper, began 
to excuſe himlelfe with oathes; adding | 
thar,if be were guilty of the Prince 
death, or ofany other crime againſt the 
King ,he praved God that the morlell | 


of bread, which he held in his hand, 


might choake him : as 1t did . For put- | 
ting it into his mouth, he could neither | 


ſwallow it downc, nor caſt i it yp : but 
therc,at the Table , agonizing with 
de:th, forthwith gaue vp his mile- 
rablc foule. Theſe three examples be 
agzinſt Pcriury, But I will conclude 
with a fourth, of S. Gregory, w hich tok 
the dignity of the Authour, & the hog 
rourof the fact (not to entertaine the 
Reader with longer narratios) may ſuf.

29. Itisadreadfull example, whici 
this holy Father recordeth of a child of 
fiue yeares old, ſcnne to a noble man of

ſtoine, in thole tender yeares,toſweare 
and blaſpheme God . Fhe child one 
day , being in bis Fathers armes , began 
tocry out: Help me father, help me 
father. And trembling for fearc,ſhrow- 
ded his facc in his fathers boſome , His 
father wondring to ſec himin ſ:chan 
agony , asked him , what the matter 
was, what he Fclt?The child anſwe- 
red ; Thole Blackemores, father, are 
come4ocarry me away. And with char, 
ſwea. ng and blaſpheming,gauevp his 
ghoſt. By which example, ſayth $. Gre- 
gory , God:Almighry would ſhew ,for 
whatlinnche was deliuercd vpto thoſe 
executloners: that his parentes mighe 
be corrected, and others, by his example 
and theirs, take heea.

CHAP. V. 


'ENTLE Reader , by theſe three 

vices, Excellc in foolith apparell; 
Swearing ; and Drunkenneſlc ; thou 
may make account of the xclt, which 
hauc 
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hauc growne yp like bad wedes in our 
Country, fince the manner of tillage in 
theſclatcr yearcs , wasaltered from the 
ancient cultome of good husbandryin 
thatland . All of them haue pernicious 
effects, as experience teacheth, both to 
priuate perions, and to the Common 
welth . For from one bad conſequence, 
men fall, for the moſt part, to another 
worle :as from prodigall ſpending of 
their owne goods in riotand apparcll, 
they paſſc to play the Cuny-catchers in 
Cheape-ſide; or to take purſes ypon 
Salidbury plaine. And when that fayleth 
them, they become Pirates at ſea; and 
finally , which is worſt of all , turnc 
Morcs, or Turkes, and declared cne- 
myes to Icſus Chriſt: of which kind of 
people, Argell , Tunis, Conftantinople, and 
the Mediterraneum , and Ocean ſeas arc 
ſayd to be ſull. 

2. Womecn,inlike manner,that be 
wantonly broughtvp , to' fare well, 
and go gay;theſe will engage at leaſt 


their honeſty, if they find copeſmen, 


and play other tricks of legicr-de-main 
that may ſtand with their quality, and 


come Within their reach ; for ,all that 
| is not 
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3s not puniſhable by extcroall lawes, 
or {ubiet to open contumely , and 
ſhame , boldeth within their conſcie 
ences now a dayes. 

3- But the miſery is,that yonge fol- 
kes may be witty , but of themſclues 
they cannot be wyſe; nor vic to be wa= 
ry tillchey haue bought wit and cxpe= 
rience with more errours & inconue- 
niences, then ſometimes their liuinges 
will beare , And therfore we feele day= 
ly more and more the want of the good 
bringing vp, accuſtomed in our forefa- 
thers dayes : by which yong mcn and 
women of all degrecs , and ſpecially 
thoſe that were moſt ſubieR to cxcced, 
were kept in awe of God,and withcare. 
of their conſciences, when they had 
grauc and rcligious cenſors of their {c= 
creteſt thoughts. For ſo ,of good ver. 
tuous children, became honeſt, and ho+ 
norable men and women . Good men 
make alwayes good ſubiects : and of 
good ſubictareealely made good Ma- 
viſtrates &rulcrs: for he that can beſt 


Obey, if he doe it with iudgement, is 


firteſtto commaund ; & all chele being 


good, the Comon welth ( which cone 
ficteth 
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filteth ef chem muli necds be good alſo 
and floriſh: and this Was Socrates his 
indugion., 

4. Whencealſo the contrary follo- 
weth cuidently , and ot neceflity ; that, 
wheregood bringing vp Wanteth , & 
liberty groweth with yeares ; there 
mutt ncedstollow in the end greatex- 
c<{Icsand diſorders incueryeitate and 
condition,from tne higheſt tp the low- 
elt ; & {uch confuſion in the Common 
welth,as vnbridejed liberty, prodigalts 
ty,and vice mult needs bring forth, 
And notwithſtanding the foulelt di- 
{orders may be coucrced with more ci- 
uill and honelicr names ,acccrding to 
thc dignity of the perſons where they 
arefound : (as for example, one thalbe 
hoiden for a Politike Counnſellour or 
Mapiſtrate, for the ſame manner of 
proceding, for which another of mca- 
ner quality ſhould be calied a ciatty 
knauve, andthe like in other vices) yet 


in cft- all is one, though in thepoore « 


man it betermed,as itis in} old playne 
Engliſh;and inthe other by a figuracive 
ſpeach- Bur this hindreth nothing,that 
the fact,ititbe euill, remaine not as 


damnablc 
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damnablein the one as in the other : 
and gencra{ly is more hurtfull to the 


Comonwelth, where it is called bythe 


honclter name, in reſpect of the perſon, 
who in higher degree may do greater 
wronges, & more in number with leſle 
impcachement, or feare of puniſh- 
ment, for che dignity of hisplace . 

5, Now , theſc differences and cone 
ſequences, many tymes, are not fo par- 
ticulerly colidered,nor foclearly ynder- 
ſtood & fore [ſcene as they ſhould be, to 
be preyented in their cauſes. Yea the 
molt men reflec not to the rootes of 
euilis, at lcaſtto the originall; but reſt 
inthe immediate cauſcs; as contrary= 
Wiſe, they that wantprouidence looke 
only torward tothe immediate cfics, 
and care for no further. The Yonker 
that comes new to his Lands, to get 
ready money, makethoftentymes large 
bargaines ; or faketh vp at Vſury to 
Ipcnd idlcly , that which quickly will 


. eat him out of houſe & home : looking 


on'y vpon the vrgent conrentment to 
follow his phanſies, and ſerve his pre= 
ſent turne. For his thorr cyeſight rea- 


chcth not ſo far to lec,that extrema gandiy 
lactus 
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lactus occupat ; nor remembrech he the 


many hungry mcales, and reſtlcile ; 
nights it colt his poore parents, to ga- 


ther the goods, or purchale the lands, 
Which he laycth ac once or twiſe y- 
pon his back, or playeth away in few 
houres at fix & (eauens, or ſpendeth it 
worſe: which many times isa iuſt iud- 
gmecnt of Almighty God, who puni- 
theth noe only the parents in their 
ownepcrſons in Hell , buc ypon carth 
alſoin their children,for cxample of o- 
thers, the fins which they committed 
by iniuſticc & extorſfion, or otherwiſe 
gathcring of their wealth ; or atleaſt 
thcirnegligecc to bring vp their chil- 
drcn, as they ought in yertuc, or for 
both cogecather. 

6. Bealts, notwithſtanding they do 
many pretty thinges by cheir ſeucrall 


inſtinRs ot nature, which God, accor- 


ding to theordcr of his prouidence, 


hath giuen to cuery one of them in. 


kind, in which he js wonderfull : vet 
none of them, hath diſcourle toinferre 
one truth vpon another , neyther for- 
ward, nor backward; from the cauſes 


to the effects, nor from theeffes of 
theic 


| and chatity among(t,chemſclucs, and

- theircauſes: for this is only the worke 


of rcaſon, and diſcourſe of man. 

7. Andamong(t men, thoſe that 
haue moſt wiſdome, forelſce the fur- 
theft in conlequences,to follow what- 
ſocucr action, or reſolution, and by rc» 
fletion aſcend higheſt to the prece- 
dent cauſes from one to another, till 
they come to the very firlt orige, roote 
and fountaine of all. Whichin phi- 
fike and gouerment 1s neceſſary : for 
till the Phifician or magiſtrate find the 
true and firſt cauſe of the maladyin the 
naturall , or civil body, vnder his 
charge, they praocecd in the curc as . 
theblind man caſtes his ſtaff, and hits 
him commonly that is next vnto him, 
and killeth many tymes inſtecd to 
cure, 

8, If weconfider the prefcnt ſtate 
of our Countrey, as well in the excee 
of the three vices, mentioned in this 
Treatiſc, as in almoſt all the reli, or to 
[peake without limitation cf (almoſt) 
comparing it with the auncicnt ver= 
tue, modeſty, Ciuility, truth in word, 
and decd , Religious Chriſtian loue, 


with 
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wirhtheir neighbours, and the-repy- 


ration'Which they had in the whole 
world ;for honourable honeſt procce. | 
ding inall ſartcs of people from: the | 
greateſt to the leaſt: we ſhall doubt. | 


Icfſe find as great a difference , and 
ciange,as we find in the monuments 
of piety , Which our' auaceſtors builr 
& endowed;the likeſcarce to be found 
In any other countrey, and now are al- 
moſt onr of memory with vs, but as 
much as the Cronicles reftify that ſuch 
things haue bcene, and that all the 
ruines could not be remouned , not- 
withſtanding the moſt and orcateſtof 
them be defaced. Now if we will exa« 
mine the cauſes of thefe preſent c<fteds 
and reflet from the fruites to the 
branches, and from them to the roote; 
Tiuppoſe any man of indgment , and 
goraus willcaſely fnde it. 

Our Churches (2sI am told) are 
channzel. in many places, ſome 1nto 
barnes and ſtables, & others into play- 
houſes, deuotjon into curi9fity,prayct 
in them to Preachmerfts , where the 
idle ignorant Miniſter intertayneth 


thc people with a taleof a tubb ab

tions,that the Popes Antichrilt, that 
Papitts areſcicletic. [doljaters, that they 
adore {torkes and fiones; and in.tine

Neyghbourhood is changedin= 
tocucroachment, fricadthip into cole- 
nage, patronage into oppreliion, duty 
ico flattery, Religion into'policy of 
ſtatc, Ciuilicy intothe cxcellesot rior, 
drunkenneſle, and fwearing repraued 
in this Treatite; and finaily to omir 
many other 'rran{mutations which I 
{cane to the Reader , men. and, wo- 
men in apparel], [pcach and manners, 
for the molt part into apes. And whi- 
ther will they goin newfanglencilc, 
&liccacioulneſic, if they be let alone? 
God only knoweth , who permitteth 
many times diſorders co bring in re- 
medics, as we may hopevf his mercy 
in this calc, & & that he hath not wholy 
abandoned our Countrey, Which ifit 
beſo: the worle the better tor tho'e 
thatare to come, if they which now 
liuc would open thcir eyes, and v ect 
ſanding to configer the errors wHicn 
hauc brought the nenple into ti of: ab-

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lucdities, and muſt necds bring all to 
ruync in few yeares, it they that ſtand 
at the Sterne , foreſce not the ſhip- 
wrack, & turne their courle betymes, 
It. Itit wouldplcaſc them only to 
conter ages, manners, and diſpoſiti- 
ons, paſt in our old fore- fathers dayes, 
with theſe of ours ; and with indiffc- 
rency of affeion and iudgment, giue 
to ech one his dew :they would in- 
fallibly find, that the old Engliſhfa- 
{hion in all things was far better then 
the preſent : and thatall theſe new ex- 
ceſſes and diforders come from one; & 
I thinks may be concluded with the 
poore mans anſwere, who being cxa- 
minced by oncof our marricd Biſhops, 
of whom he had asked an almes, if he 
could ſay the Lords prayer : he anſwe- 
red he could?whichof the two would 
his Maiſtcrthip haue, the old, or the 
new ?

(quoth he ) in good faith maiſter I can

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ſay no more, bur that three ſcore yearcs 
agoc,when I was a child, I knew a 
goodtyme in England, great trutha- 
monglt neigh bours,cuery one kept his 
ranke,& was knowne by hiscloathes, 
great plenty in the land, many good- 
Iy Churches and Monalterics, where 
Gentlemen and others had place for 
theirchildre thatdcliircd to ſerue God, 
younger brothers were retained, and 
poore people were relieued with day- 
ly almes, and loane of money 1n their 
wants, and corne in dearc yeares to 
ſow their grounds, and feed their fami- 
lyes,till God ſent toyfon : All this Pater
